Wersel Destroyed Belonged to 
French Company, Having Sailed 
From Bayonne on a Fish- 
ing Expedition. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2%.—The Thingvalla 
Line steamer Norge, which arrived here to- 
day, reports that she sunk the French fish- 
ing schooner Lacoquette of Bayonne, 
France, on Saturday last on the Grand 
Banks. , 

Sixteen went down with the unfortunate 
vessel. 

The captain and elght seamen were saved. 

The Norge sailed from Stettin, Aug. 3. 
The weather was wsgenerally fine to the 
banks of Newfoundland, when it became 
foggy, with patches of clear weather. Sat- 
urday, Aug. 20, between 3 and 4 o'glock in 
the afternoon, the weather was foggy, but 
not so thick that the vessel's sp@ed was 
reducéd. \Capt. Knudsen sald he could see 
about three cable lengths ahead. 

The wind was fairly brisk from the west- 
southwest, when a vessel suddenly loomed 
up from the north with sails full and stood 
directly across the bow of the steamer. 
The bells were rung to stop and back at 
full speed, but too late to check the steam- 
er's headway. 

The stranger, a fishing schooner, 
across the bow and with a crash was forced 
over and sunk. Three men sprung aboard 
the Norge. 

The passengers of the Norge, most of 
whom were about the decks, rushed about 
in alarm at the shock, but were soon 
quieted when they learned that the steamer 
was uninjured. A boat was lowered and 
six men and a dog wene picked up. 

The vessel eaank almost immediately and 
in sinking carried with her the 16 of her 
crew. 

Capt. Knudsen of the Norge said that as 
@& steam vessel he was obliged to keep out 
of the way of all sailing craft, but that 
this was a time when the salling vessels 
could have done more to help herself than 
the ateamer. The latter was going ahead at 
full speed, for the fog was not, in the judg- 
ment of the captain, suffic'ent to reduce 
headway. The fitherman was an active 
vessel, had a good breeze and was under 
good steerageway, but made no attempt to 
avoid the coliision, keeping on with sails 
full until squarely under the bow. 

The large hull of the Norge, Capt. Knud- 
sen said, should have been visible for a 
long distance.

LAWYER WILL ENTER AN ARGU- 
MENT OF SELF-DEFENSE 
IN THE CASE. 


HOW THE MAN’S EYE 
CAME TO BE BLACKENED. 


One Witness Testified He Had a Fight 
With Allgaier on the Day the 
Shooting Occurred and 
Blacked His Eye. 


When Campbell Aligaier, who shot and 
killed James Baker at 85 Ridge avenue 
Monday night, faces a jury in the Criminal 
Gourt he will plead self-defense. 

This position of the defendant's attorney 
was uncovered at the second day’s session 
of the tmquest Thursday morning by the 
testimony of the first witness, Joe O'Neil. 

Attorney Simon S. Bass who represents 
Aligaier, sat silently by while the damag- 
ing evidence piled up against his client 
Wednesday for the reason, as he admitted, 
that he did not intend giving the prosecu- 
tion the slightest inkling as to the lines on 
which the case will be fought in the higher 
courts. 

He would not admit Thursday that 
O’Neil’s evidence was a surprise, but he did 
virtually acknowledge that the plea wouid 
| be self-defense. 

O'Neil lives at 1718 Whittier street. He tes- 
tifled that on Sunday evening, between 6 
and 7 o'clock, he had an altercation with 
Campbell Allgaier near the latter’s home. 
‘The cause of the quarrel was foreign to the 
case and was not inquired into. The men 
came to blows, O'Neil sad, and he remem- 
bers distinctly of hitting his opponent in the 
left eye. 

Allgaier’s eye is blackened from a blow, 
a fact that Mr. Bass did not think would 
‘be brought out. He says the discoloration 
did not wppear until Tuesday, or the day 
after the killing of James Baker and O'Ne.! 
claims to have struck the blow 24 hours pre- 
vious to that. 

“Tt shows how carefully the prosecution 
is planned,”’ said Mr. Bass. ‘They anticl- 
pated tt:at we would plead self-defense.” 

“Then that is to be your pleat’

hot and over-crowded camp. 

A number of the soldiers are in a pre- 
carious condition. For these the hospital 
people have fitted cots in rooms isolated, at 
the ends of the wards, where they may be 
free frém the noise of the convalescent In 
the general wards. 

In assigning these men to the St. Louis 
Merine Hospital some doubt was entertain. 
ed by Dr. Stimpson of his authority to ac- 
cept them. They are on furlough and, in 
addition, the commanding officer had not 
requested that they be admitted, a rule 
which the War Department enforces with 
strictest adherence in order that there may 
be no trouble in paying the hospital bilis. 
Up to noon Thursday no such request had 
been made of Dr. Stimpson, but he antici- 
pated that lt would be made before the sol- 
diers arrived, as he could not accept them 
without it. This little controversy will, 
however, be happily arranged.

Louls Aluminum Bicycle Store, %4 Pine 
street, at 6:30 last evening preparing a ce- 


ment for one of his tires. 

On the material of which his cement was 
being made he poured some gasoline. He 
Was smoking a cigar at the time, and a 
spark from it dropped into the receptacle 
in which he was mixing the cement. 

An explosion followed, and Geer was so 
badly burned about the face and neck that 
he had to be taken to his home at S404 
diall’'s Ferry road, Baden, in a carriage. 

He was to have given an exhibition of his 
wonderful skill eas a cyclist by riding down 
the steps of the House of Public Comfort 
to-night. 

There is a platform in these steps which 
makes the feat all the more daring. He 
holds the record for riding down the steep- 
est steps of the Capitol at Washington, 
which he did in the fall of 189. Geer is 
known throughout St. Louis and the West 
as the best fancy and trick rider this city 
has ever turned out. He appeared last tall 
at Hopkins’ Grand Opera ouse and re- 
ee, gave a fine exhibition at Athletic 
"ark. 

The asecident may result in Geer’s ver- 
manent retirement. The boy is certainly 
playing in hard luck, as he had just re- 
turned from New York, where he had been 
promised a lengthy engagement, which he 
will now have to cancel.

NO ROBBERY AT ALL 


None of the St, Louis Banks Have 
Been “Plundered” by Anybody. 


There are several varieties of journalism 
in this city, but the est lemon tint of 
them all was illuminated Wednesday after- 
noon. 

With large, double-column headlines and 
Dblack-fa*e type a newspaper announced 
that a “Rig Bank Robbery” had been com- 
mitted in St. Louis, and that Chiefs Camp- 
bell and Desmond had visited the bank and 
were running dowa the burglars. The pa- 
per did not hesitate to give the amounts of 
the stealings and the dates on which they 
occurred. 

It went further and printed a three-col- 


umn picture illustrating the vaults of the 
alleged bank and showing the method by 
sobre the remarkable burglary was com- 
mitted. 

Naturally the publication created some- 
thing of excitement in banking circles, for 
the most extraordinary fact about it was 
that nowhere in the article was the name 
given of the bank alleged to have been 
robbed. 

Chiefs Campbell and Desmond at once 
denied all knowledge of such &n incident. 
Ther2 had not been an intimation to them 
from any source that a St. Louis bank had 
been robbed, and eo far as they knew the 
publication was purely and wholly ficti- 
tious. 

It was svon developed that the article 
was aimed at the old and substan- 
tial Boatmen’s Bank. The picture of the 
vaults was plainly intended to represent 
the Boatmen’s, and Chief Campbell said 


that bank was the only one he had been 
inside of lately and had called there as a 
private citizen to pay a social visit to one 
of the officers.

Cashier Wil.iam H. Thomson of the Boat- 
men's Bank was seen by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter.

As s00n as the plan was laid be- 
fore the trio of Hashagen Bros. they with 
Press Agent C, A. Ekstromer, entered hear- 
tily into the scheme, end with their as- 
sistants spared neither time nor expense 
in assisting the Post-Dispatch in making 
Newsboys’ Night, Wednesday, August 2&, 
the most successful of the season.

15,000 strong to welcome the boys et the 
park and enjoy the exhibition.
